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Group  of 
minorities 
vie  for  parcel 
project 

A  large  group  of  business  ex¬ 
ecutives  from  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  have  joined  up  with 
representatives  from  the  black 
and  Hispanic  communities  to 
form  the  largest  single  minority 
partnership  that  is  bidding  to 
take  part  in  the  city’s  first  pro¬ 
ject  under  the  parcel-to-parcel 
plan. 

The  partnership,  which  goes 
under  the  name  Columbia  Plaza 
Associates,  will  be  trying  to 
compete  to  develop  30  percent 
of  the  Kingston/Bedford/Essex 
and  Parcel  18  development,  the 
first  project  slated  under  the 
parcel-to-parcel  plan. 

Under  the  parcel  program 
drawn  up  by  the  mayor’s  office 
and  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  a  developer  who  wins 
the  franchise  to  build  on 
precious  city-owned  land 
downtown  must  also  help 
revitalize  some  of  the  city’s 
poorer  neighborhoods. 

The  program  also  requires 

that  a  developer  accept  the  par¬ 
ticipation  of  a  minority  firm  in 
co-developing  at  least  30  percent 
of  the  project. 

Such  a  provision  is  intended  to 
increase  minority  participation 
in  the  city’s  booming  economy. 
The  30  percent  share  of  the 
Kingston/Bedford/Essex  project 
is  said  to  be  substantial,  worth 
up  to  $100  million  by  some 
estimates. 

“This  really  gives  us  the  team 
we  need,’’  said  Stephen  Coyle, 
director  of  the  BRA,  in  referring 
to  Columbia  Plaza.  “They  have 
the  skills  that  are  necessary  — 
they  have  bankers,  lawyers,  and 
real  estate  people.” 

The  members  of  Columbia 
Plaza  Associates  have  put  up  a 
$2.3  million  investment  in  the 
project.  Coyle  said  he  has  heard 
some  interest  about  the  project 
from  a  few  other  potential  bid¬ 
ders,  but  no  one  has  shown  such 
a  solid  commitment  to  the  pro¬ 
ject  as  Columbia  Plaza 
Associates  have. 

Under  the  BRA’s  'Request  for 
Qualification’  process,  a  minori¬ 
ty  developer  for  the 
Kingston/Bedford/Essex  pro¬ 
ject,  the  prototype  for  the 
parcel-to-parcel  program,  will 
be  selected  in  December,  Coyle 
said. 

Columbia  Plaza  is  a  merger  of 
Ruggles/Bedford  Associates, 
which  is  comprised  of  nine 
blacks  and  Hispanics,  and  the 
Chinese  Investment  Limited 
Partnership,  an  alliance  of 
business  executives  from  the 
Asian- American  community. 

Each  of  the  Ruggles/Bedford 
representatives  put  up  $130,000 
each,  while  the  Chinese  Invest¬ 
ment  members  each  put  up 
$30,000  in  cash  or  credit. 
Although  their  contributions  to 
the  partnership  are  not  identical.

Housing  project  is  endorsed

The  Board  of 
Directors  of  the 
Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion  formally  endors¬ 
ed  the  agreement 
signed  between  the 
CCBA  and 

Jaymont/Perry  to 
form  a  partnership  to 
build  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  in  Chinatown. 

At  a  meeting  on 
October  1,  the  direc¬ 
tors  casted  their  vote 

of  approval  for  the 

CCBA’s  participation 
in  the  housing  crea¬ 
tion  partnership, 
which  will  go  under 
the  name  CCBA 
Limited  Partnership. 

The  approval  winds 
up  a  month  of  internal 
tug-of-war  in  the 
CCBA  as  one  group 
of  members,  led  by 
President  Davis  Woo, 
actively  encouraged 
participation  in  the 
housing  project, 
while  other  in¬ 
dividuals  in  the 
organization  express¬ 
ed  misgivings  about 
the  proposal. 

The  directors  form¬ 
ed  a  five-person  com¬ 
mittee  which  will 
oversee  the  CCBA’s 
role  in  the  partnership 
and  search  for 
technical  assistance  to 
help  the  CCBA  build 
the  housing  project.

The  partnership  was  forged  with  a 
$1.38  million  linkage  payment  from 
Jaymont  Properties  and  A.W.  Perry 
Company,  two  developers  who  plan  to 
build  a  new  downtown  office  building. 

The  housing  project  was  initially  em¬ 
braced  by  the  board  at  a  meeting  in 
August,  but  after  a  few  weeks,  some  ex¬ 
pressed  qualms  about  such  a  project, 
complaining  there  was  little  information 
available  about  it  and  that  the 
consultants  recom¬ 
mended  for  the  pro¬ 
ject  were  con¬ 
templating  a  10  per¬ 
cent  consulting  fee, 

regarded  as  too  high 

by  some  CCBA 
members. 

On  September  17 
Davis  Woo  signed  the 
agreement  to  form  a 
partnership  with 
Jaymont/Perry  even 
though  there  was  still 
opposition  to  the  pro¬ 
ject  within  the  CCBA 
at  the  time. 

At  an  emergency 
meeting  a  week  later, 

Woo  explained  to  a 
dissenting  board  that 
the  CCBA  had  to  sign 
the  agreement  by  the 
September  17 
deadline  or  risk  losing 
the  money  for  the 
housing  project  to  the 
Neighborhood  Hous¬ 
ing  Trust.  Woo  ap¬ 
parently  managed  to 
change  some  minds, 
winning  the  board’s 
official  endorsement 
two  days  after  the 
parley. 


The  Guangdong  Arts  and 
Crafts  Exhibition  from  China  in 
its  second  ajmual  showing  in  the 
U.S.  finally  opened  its  doors  last 
Friday  to  the  public  after  a  series 
of  postponements. 

The  exhibit  of  silk  products, 
ceramics,  porcelain  crafts, 
enameled  plates,  tea  pots,  lac- 
querware,  and  stone  and  jade 
carvings  fills  three  exhibition 
halls  in  the  China  Trade  Center. 

The  showing  faced  a  number 
of  unexpected  delays  because 
the  crafts  were  sent  to  the  U.S. 
from  Guangdong  by  ship. 

Upon  reaching  the  Boston 
shores,  the  artworks  sat  idle  in 
Boston  harbor  while  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Longshoremens  Associa¬ 
tion  staged  a  strike  along  the 
East  Coast.  Not  until  after  the 
longshoremen  returned  the  work 
did  the  exhibit  workers  manage 
to  move  the  crafts  over  to 
Chinatown. 

The  exhibit  is  the  only  show¬ 


ing  of  rare  Chinese  merchandise 
this  year  in  the  U.S.  Last  year 
Guangdong  opened  a  similar  ex¬ 
hibit  at  the  Eastern  States  Ex¬ 
position  in  Springfield. 

The  Guangdong  province, 
which  is  located  in  the  southern 
part  of  China  north  of  Hong 
Kong,  has  a  special  bond  with 
Massachusetts  in  a  sister  state 
relationship  that  started  three 
years  ago. 

The  province  has  been  work¬ 
ing  to  promote  its  image  abroad 
in  an  effort  to  draw  foreign  in¬ 
vestors  to  the  province,  which 
can  approve  of  its  own  invest¬ 
ment  projects. 

International  merchants  have 
been  familiar  with  artworks 
from  Guangdong  for  centuries 
as  much  of  China’s  trade  with 
the  world  passed  through  the 
coastal  province. 

The  artworks  will  be  available 
for  sale  at  the  one-month  show¬ 
ing.

both  sides  will  have  equal  con¬ 
trol  of  the  new  group. 

Columbia  Plaza  plans  to  raise 
as  much  as  $5.7  million  to  give 
it  more  leverage  in  winning  the 
bid  for  the  development.  The 
partnership  will  have  to  provide 
information  to  the  BRA  on  how 
they  will  employ  minorities  and 
Boston  residents  for  the  project. 

The  Chinese  Investment 
Limited  Partnership  is  compris¬ 
ed  of  one  general  partner,  the 
Chinese  Investment  Group, 
Inc.,  and  subordinate  partners. 

The  Chinese  Investment 
Group  has  21  members  and  is 
led  by  an  executive  committee 
comprised  of  Paul  Chan,  Frank 
Chin,  Stanley  Chen,  Tom  Liu, 
Yu  Sing  Jung,  David  Wong,  and 
Davis  Woo. 

The  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  has  join¬ 
ed  the  Group  as  a  Class  C  part¬ 
ner.  Under  the  special  status,  the 
CCBA  put  up  $100  for  the  part¬ 
nership  and  will  earn  10  percent 
of  the  profits  after  investment 
recovery  has  occurred  for  the 
other  shareholders.

Coalition  calls 
for  hearings  on 
rising  violence 

Violence  in  all  forms  has  been  on  the 
rise  against  the  Asian- American  com¬ 
munity  all  across  the  U.S.,  says  a  coali¬ 
tion  of  Asian- Americans  which  is  asking 
for  Congressional  hearings  to  study  the 
trends  and  causes  of  the  hostilities. 

Citing  local  examples  of  anti-Asian 
violence  like  the  death  of  Anh  Mai  and 
Bon  Vong  and  the  beating  of  Long 
Guang  Huang,  the  coalition  is  imploring 
organizations  and  individuals  to  write  or 
phone  their  local  Congressman  and 
Representative  Donald  Edwards,  head  of 
the  House  Subcommittee  on  Civil  and 
Constitutional  Rights,  to  request  hear¬ 
ings  on  anti- Asian  violence. 

The  Asian- American  Legal  Defense 
and  Education  Fund,  Asian- American 
Forum,  Asian  Law  Caucus,  Asian- 
Pacific  American  Coalition,  Organiza¬ 
tion  of  Chinese  Americans,  and  the 
Asian-American  Lawyers  Association 
are  trying  to  gather  nationwide  support 
to  encourage  Congress  to  hold  such 
hearings. 

The  Reagan  administration  has 
documented  the  recent  rise  of  anti-Asian 
violence  through  the  U.S.  Civil  Rights 
Commission,  which  is  largely  influenced 
by  the  White  House,  in  a  report  called 
“Recent  Activities  Against  Citizens  and 
Residents  of  Asian  Descent.” 

But  it  is  not  enough  to  catalog  the  in¬ 
cidents,  says  the  coalition,  which  affirms 
that  the  Asian-American  community 
itself  must  work  for  change.

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Gateway  will  get  a  facelift 


When  the  Republic  of  China 
donated  ceramic  tiles,  stone  or¬ 
naments,  and  granite  lions  in 
1975  for  the  construction  of  the 
Chinatown  Gateway,  it  took 
years  before  the  project  manag¬ 
ed  to  get  off  the  ground. 


Crates  with  ceramic  tiles  col¬ 
lected  dust  in  a  warehouse  while 
Chinatown  organizers  tried  to 
figure  out  how  to  finance  the 
building  of  the  gateway.  The 
hapless  project  had  a  jiggly  start. 

Finally  it  was  completed  and 


Chinatown  was  marked  by  a 
beautiful  portal  at  the  base  of 
its  threshold. 

But  hard  times  have  fallen  on 
the  gateway  again.  This  time  it’s 
the  scourge  of  Boston’s  cold 
weather.  Over  the  past  few  years 
the  roof  of  the  gateway  has  suf¬ 
fered  noticeable  erosion. 

The  deep  shade  of  green  is 
giving  way  to  the  rust-looking 
color  of  orange.  The  gateway  re¬ 
mains  in  sturdy  condition,  but 
the  ceramic  tiles  on  the  top  have 
fared  poorly  in  Boston’s  chilly 
weather. 

The  tiles  come  from  Taiwan 
where  the  weather  is  sub¬ 


tropical.  In  Boston’s  inclement 
weather  conditions,  there  exists 
the  threat  that  some  tiles  will 
dislodge  from  the  roof,  posing  a 
hazard  to  pedestrians  and  cars 
on  the  street  below. 

“We’re  trying  to  implement 
something  on  an  emergency 
basis,’’  said  Ting  Fun  Yeh, 
Chinatown  planner  for  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authori¬ 
ty,  which  owns  the  gateway. 

“Since  we’re  concerned  about 
safety,  we’ll  be  taking  down  the 
tiles,”  said  Yeh. 

The  BRA  has  opened  the  bid¬ 
ding  for  a  contractor  last  week  to 
remove  the  ceramic  tiles  from 


The  Chinatown  Gateway 
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the  gateway  and  replace  them 
with  temporary  plastic  tiles 
which  will  be  affixed  to  the  roof 
for  cosmetic  purposes. 

In  the  meantime,  the  BRA 
will  continue  testing  new 
ceramic  tiles  that  were  produced 
by  Shing  Fa  Ceramic  Work 
Company  in  Taiwan.  The  ROC 
has  sent  four  samples  of  the  tiles 
which  are  more  durable  than  the 
ones  on  the  gateway  now. 

The  tiles  have  been  sent  to 
Thompson  and  Lichtner  Com¬ 
pany  in  Cambridge  for  a 
10-week  freeze  and  thaw  test  cy¬ 
cle.  During  the  first  four  weeks 
one  of  the  four  tiles  failed  a 
moisture  absorption  test,  accor¬ 
ding  to  BRA  Project  Engineer 
Richard  Hong. 

If  the  tiles  manage  to  hold  up 
in  the  remaining  six  weeks  of 
testing  and  demonstrate  they  can 
withstand  Boston’s  frigid 
winters,  then  the  BRA  will  ask 
the  ROC  to  send  a  shipment  of 
new  ceramic  tiles  to  be  placed  on 
the  roof  of  the  gateway.
